429(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by 
subjection (2) of section 5 of the Indian Ports Act, 1908 (15 
of 1908) and sub-section (q) of section 2 of the Major Port 
Trusts Act, 1963 (38 of 1963), the Central Government 
hereby declares that tho limits of the Nhava-Sheva port shall 
fie as follows — 


TO THE WEST : 

A line drawn from a point in Lat. 18°-58’-25" N Long. 
72*-56'-18" E along th e shore of Elephenta Islands to a 
point in Lat. I8°-J7'-J" N; Long. 72°-56'-8" E and thence 
a line drawn to a point in Lat. 18°-J6-45" N Long. 
72°-54'-50" E and thence to a point in Lat. 18°-56'-25" N, 
Long. 72*-54’-40" E and thence to a point in Lat 18‘’-55'-47" 
N, Long 72°-53'-30" E (West Urban Buoy) and thence to a 
point in Lat. 18 s -54'-40" N, Long. 72 <, -55'-23" E and thence 
to a point in Lat. 18’-55--23" N, Long, 72°-J5'-50" East.

(15 of 1908) and sub-section (q) of section 2 of the Major 
Port Trusts Act, 1963 (38 of 1963), and in supersession of 
the notification of the Government of India in the Ministry 
of Shipping and Transport (Transport Wing) No. G.S-R. 1481 
dated the 28th October, 1972, the Central Government hereby 
declares that the limits of the port of Bombay shall be as 
follows :—< 

TO THE NORTH : 

From the boundary pillar south west of and near to the 
village of Trombay the shore of Trombay Islands to Pir 
Pau, thence the shore of Trombay Islands to the boundary 
pillar situated in Survey No. 42 of Anik Village, and thence 
e lin c across the Mahul Creek to the boundary pillar situated 
on the south bank of Chandni Creek. 

TO THE WEST 

The eastern shore of the Islands of Bombay from the 
boundary pillar situated on the south bank of the Chandni 
Creek to the Southern extremity of Colaba point, thence the 
shore of Back Bay to Malbar Point, thence a line drawn to 
the Bombay Floating Light at a position approximately Lat. 
18“-50’ North, Long 72°-44’ East, and continued to the 
boundary pillar on the west point of Kundari (Kennery) 
Island and thence the western shore of the Island to the 
boundary pillar on the South point thereof. 

TO THE SOUTH 

A line drawn from the boundary pillar on the south point 
of Kundari (Kennery) through the South point of Undari to 
the boundary pillar on the mainland south of tho village of 
Navagam (Nevedar Navgaon). 


TO THE EAST 

From the boundary pillar situated south of Navagam 
(Navedar Navagaon the western and northern shore of the

19°-O’-J0” N, Long. 72"-58’-17” E and thence across Thana 
Creek to the boundary pillar south-west of and near to 
Trombay village. 

Ports limits include all water and land usually covered by 
water within the Prince’s Victoria and Indira Docks and any 
extension of the docks.
